"Ab, sister, no man ever 
coiiles back from the firing hne in 
the same condition of mind as he 
went; I waj nervous the first time I 
was'uhder 6re. and too wicked to 
pray, but since coming here (No. Ji 
feeftetal Hospital) and talking with 
jour people, I can say I am nearer 
to, God than ever f have been! 

•In caring for relatives who come 
lo se- the last of their dear ones, we 
art able to assist them in many ways 
—a woman is just now returning to 
Exeter who had beer. scntJor by the 
R A.M.C. doctor to see a brother 
vj'ho had been fatally wounded and 
T»ho had continually asked lor her 
to be sent fori 

Passing through the cemetery one 
day, Mrs. Stafl-Captain Aspinall 
found a.giri of twenty-two years 
kneeling bv the roui;h, large grave 
■where she had been told that her 
husband was bilried. The poor fel- 
low had died eight hours after ad- 
mittance to the hospital. Before 
Ihey both left the cemetery the 
yi)ung, widow felt much comforted. 
: The little bit we are able to do is 
very much appreciated by the autbnr- 
jties on all hands, who are most kind 
to us, enabling us to cany fsrw-ird 
oitr visitation worlc among the sick 
and wounded soldiers.

■Clothing has-alsb been given to
